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MILLIONS IN PLOT, 
CHARGES SCHMITZ 


Frisco Mayor Files Sensation- 
al Charges of Conspiracy 
Against Judge Who 

Is to Try Him. 


SCHEME TO SEIZE CITY? 


Declares Spreckels, with Court's 


Aid, Plans to Grab Fran- 
chises; Demands Change 
of Venue. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 19.—[Special.]~ 
j Mayor Schmitz, whose trial before Judge 
Dunne on the charge of conspiracy is to begin 
tomorrow, has filed sensational charges 
against the judge and Rudolph Spreckels. 

The mayor acéuses Judge Dunne of being 
interested in a conspiracy which has for its 
Object the seizure of the municipal govern- 
ment and the grabbing of the street railway 
-_ other franchises, worth millions of dol- 

rs. 

With this charge as a foundation, Mayor 
Schmitz demands a trial outside of San Fran- 
cisco and before another judge. 


Mayor’s Sensational Charges. 
The mayor's charges are contained in ah 
affidavit filed with the clerk of the court late 
last night. Among his allegations are;

000 pledged by Spreckels and have expended 
nearly $1,000,000 in « municipal purification 
campaign. 


- That the expenditure of this vast sum of 
money ig by way of an investment from which 
actual moneyed returns are expected. 

That Spreckels and his associates desire and 
purpose to overthrow the present municipal ad- 
ministration in order that they themselves may 
assume the reins of government and secure for 
themselves street railway and water franchises 
which will net them millions of dollars of the 

That Judge Doane is Aware of this thtent and 
purpose and is therewith in accord. 


May Face Seventy Indictments. 

The prosecution plans tomorrow to ask the 
court to place Mayor Schmitz tn the custody 
of an elisor. It ig probable that before the 
end of this week seventy indictments will be 
returned against the mayor for his particl- 
pation in the alleged bribery of the super- 
visors, Abe Ruef has stated that the mayor 
Was a party to all of the deals In which 
money was paesed to members of the board. 
Under the statute this in itself constitutes 
bribery. 
With all these indictments againgt him, the 
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thé city will be & captive inatle to perforin 


his duties. If Schmitz then refusés to resign, 
a deadlock will occur. Should he resign it 
would be incumbent upon the supervisors to 
elect his successor. 


Ruef to Confess More. 

During the week Abe Ruef will again take 
the stand before the grand jury and under 
oath, it is asserted, will state that Mayor 
| Schmitz aided in the bribery of the super- 
visors in every boodle deal, This testimony, 
if given, will be sufficient to warrant the 
seventy indictments against the mayor. Be- 
side the testimony of Ruef, the supervisors 
already have stated under oath that the 
mayor urged them especially to grant the 
Home telephone franchise. The testimony of 
Supervisor Rea showed that the mayor was 
a party to the gas deal. Abe Ruetf, it Is said, 
will clinch the case against Mayor Schmitz. 


Bomb in Street Car. 

Travel on the street cars of the United rail- 
roads, which had been increasing slowly 
each day, was cut heavily today by the pop- 
ular fear of dynamite bombs or other explo- 
sives. 

This fear ig due to the discovery on a Sut- 
ter gtreet car of an infernal machine con- 
ceale@ in a valise. What looked like a dyna- 
mite bomb was set in a wooden box with a 
fuse attached. Above the fuse was the end 
of a candle nearly burned out.

HAS SECRET : KRUGER GOLD 
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SEARCH TO BEGIN’ SOON. 


Plans Under Way to Recover Cash 
Left by Old “Oom Paul.” 


New York, May 19.—[Special.]—The woman 
who can keep a secret has been found. The 
secret is one of millions—$4,000,000, to be pre- 
cise. It concerns the present whereabouts 
of Kruger’s gold. 

She is Mme. Marie von Veltheim, wife—or 
maybe the widow—of Ludwig von Velt- 
heim, the man who buried crafty old Oom 
Paul’s millions when he fled from the Trans- 
vaal just before Lord Roberts occupied Pre- 
toria. 

Mme. von Veltheim had a duplicate chart 
on which were marked the spots where the 
gold was buried. It was not sunk at sea in 
the wreck of-the Zululand, as some would 
have it. Nor was it taken to Europe, as 
others insisted. Neither wae it let down be- 
neath the waters of the ocean in tron chests. 

It was carefully buried in the dead of night 
in the mountains of the Transveal, just be- 
fore Kruger escaped to Europe. It was not 
put in one spot—Kruger didn’t want to leave 
all his eggs in one basket. The gold was 
carefully divided into four parts. In ali there 
was about $5,000,000, so each part was from 
$1,000,000 to $1,500,000. Of this one part has 
been found by John Kemp. 


Story of Buried Treasure. 


It was twenty years ago that Marie Years- 
ley met Ludwig von Velktheim in Australia. 
They were married in Perth, west Ausiralia. 
It wasn’t long before the bride found her 
handsome huspand was a good deal of & roll- 
ing stone. First they tried Australia, but Von 
Veltheim couldn't make a go of business 
there, and they journeyed to the United States 
of Colombia, where Von Velthelm went into 
the banana trade. 

“When this South American venture 
failed,”” said Mme. vom Veltheim, “ Mr. von 
Veitheim joined the Boer army. 

“ As everybody knows, fight as they might 
the little handful of Boers couldn’t hold out 
against the overwhelming numbers of the 
British. Lord Roberts took Pretoria, and 
Kruger and his frience had to flee. 

* Before he went he intrusted the little cap- 
ital of the republic--about $5,000,000—to my 
husband and three other men. One of them 
was Jan Potgieter, another Peter Smuts, and 
the third 1 did not know. These four men 
took the money, put it into cheats, and loaded 
the chests into carts. These they took up 
into the mountains at dead of night and bur- 
ied carefully, far from the places where men 


might £0. 
Gold Hunt Begun Long Ago. 

‘He made a chart of all the land about 
where the gold was hidden. Of.this he took 
a copy, sealed both, and awaited develop- 
ments. In 1901 Lord Roberts deported Von 
Veltheim. He was too ‘ pro-Boer’ to suit 
the British and they wanted him out of the 
Transvaal forever. So he went to London. 
When my husband arrived in London he 
found no déne to turn to but myself. The 
hand of every one else was against him—his 
reputation as @ ‘pro-Boer’ was too Weil 
known. 

“*I'm going back to the Cape again,’ he 
said to me one day. Before he went he told 
me the story of the buried gold. He gave me 
an exact copy of the chart which he made, 
and told nie, too, not to expect to hear any- 
thing from him. after he left Alexandria, be- 
cause he expected to sink his identity. 

“+ Now I am going to stay here ull I get 


thet my husband is alivé or dead. If he is 
alive the secret belongs to us two. If he is

| TRIBS TO ARREST A DUKE, 


COWED BY ITALY’S ENVOY. 


Ambassador Threatens to Run Down 
Daring Town Marshal. 


Washington, D. C., May 19.~[Special.}]— 
Charles. Collins, the town marshal of Glen 
Echo, Md., who achieved notoriety a few 
months ago by shooting at the motor car in 
which Mrs. Theodore P. Shonts was travel- 
ing, and who last week tried a little target 
practice at the machine containing the secre- 
tary of the German embassy, today eclipsed 
all former efforts by trying to arrest his royal 
highness the duke of Abruzzi, cousin of King 
Victor Emmanuel of Italy. 

The duke was a member of an automobile 
party which went to Great Falls, on the 
Potomac, after @ luncheon in the duke’s 
honor given by Baron Mayor des Planches, 
the Italian ambassador. 

Good Time in the Rain. 

It was raining when the dukeand his party 
passed through Glen Echo on their way from 
Great Falls. They occupied three big closed 
touring cars. Collins was on the watch. He 
jumped on his motorcycle and followed close 
behind the first car. His cyclometer indi- 
cated that the speed of the leading automo- 
bile was twenty-five miles an hour. Putting 
on all power, the town marehal went ahead 
of the car and demanded that it halt. The 
chauffeur obeyed. 

‘You're under arrest,” said Collins. 

“You'd better go back and talk to the 
man in the last car,”’ suggested the chauffeur. 
“ He’s in charge.” 

The other autos halted when the first car 
was held up by Collins. “ The man in the 
last car’’ was Baron Mayor des Planches. 
With him was the duke. The ambassador 
opened the window of his car eas he saw 
Collins approaching and asked what the mat- 
ter was. 

Ambassador Is, Indignant. 
“You're under arrest,’’ Collins told him. 
Baron Mayor Des Planches was indignant. 

He knew his rights as an ambassador. He 

had heard likewise of Collins and his hold- 

ing up exploits. The story of how Collins 
fired at the German secretary has been much 
discussed in diplomatic circles. 

“T am not under arrest.” said the baron. 
“TIT am the Italian ambassador. I am not a 
secretary or an attaché. I want you to un- 
derstand that I am the Italian ambassador, 
and I wish you to get out of the way.”’ 

Collins was taken back. Then the am- 
bassador said something to the chauffeur and 
something to Collins. Exactly what was said 
to Collins is not clear, but Collins interpreted 
it as a warning that if he did not get out of 
the road he would be run over. He hastily 
moved aside and the duke’s party proceeded.

SCENE FRENZIES MOTHER, 


Heroic Death of Girl in Kansas City 
Fire Overwhelms Parent. 


A pitiful little procession wound its way 
into Oak Hill cemetery, Indiana Harbor, In4., 
yesterday. The occasion was the reinter- 
ment of Miss Aurora Wuettebert, the young 
musician who perished last week in the fire 
at Kansas City University building while en- 
gaged in heroic efforts to save tre lives of 
her pupils. The young girl had first been 
buried in Kansas City, but the mother, in 
grief, had gone to the grave and refused to 
leave the spot until the body was disinterred 
and brought back to ner home at Indiana 
Harbor, to be buried where she could visit 
it every day. 

The circumstances surrounding the death 
of the young girl were of a nature rarely 
rivaled in tragedy. Just starting on her 
career, Miss Wuwettebert, who was but 24 
years old, had recently returned from Brus- 
sels, where, in tue university of that city, 
she had been crowned with the highest 
honors. With youth, beauty, and the dawn- 
ing of fame, sae returned to her adopted 
country and opened a studio in Kansas City. 
Her father, a Belgian sculptor, who had come 
to America to seek fortune in fresh fields, 
died about two years ago. 

Mother’s Visit Finds Death. 
| 

A week ago Mrs. Wuettebert left Indiana 
Harbor to pay a visit to her daughter in 
Kansas City. When she arrived that daugh- 
ter was dead and already buried. 

The shock proved almost fatal to the un- 
fortunate woman. She hastened to the ceme- 
tery, and, throwing herself on her daugh- 
ter’s grave, demanded that she be given the 
corpse of her child. The body was dsin- 
terred, and Mrs. Wuettebert returned with 
the remains to her home in order that the 
burial might gake place where she could go 
and sit by the grave every day. 

The career of young Miss Wuettebert had 
been followed by her fellow townsemen with 
the greatest interest and pride. The funeral! 
cortége was sweiled by almost every person 
who could attend, and they were destined to 
witnees a most painful scene. Mrs. Wuette- 
bert had, hy a strong effort, maintained her 
composure up to the time when the last word 
had been said and the laat shovelful of earth 
hed been put in ite place. Then her grief 
overwhelmed her and she threw herself on 
the grave, calling again and again — the 
Gaughter, who could never hear her 


Double Tragedy Is Feared. 

It was necessary to use violence before she 
could be led from the cemetery, and ata late 
hour last night it was feared that the tragedy 
would become a double one. Mrs. Wuette- 
bert’s condition is said to be extremely 
critical and she has to be carefully watched 
in order to prevent her attempting her own 
life in the frenzy of her grief. 

The fire which cost the lifs of Miss Wuette- 
bert also Was the cause of the death of 
George De Mare, an artist, known in Chicago.

Dressed In the rags she wore as a flower 
and match girl in “‘ Darkest London,” Com- 
mander Miss Eva Booth of the Salvation 
army in America, “ told the story of a broken 
heart and sang the song of love’ at the Au- 
ditorium theater last night. | 

With the art of a great actress, Miss Booth 
conjured up picture after picture of misery 
and poverty and despair. The audience, 
which filled the theater to the topmost gal- 
lery, shivered when she told of a modern 
Bill Sikes killing another Nancy and wept 
when she related the adventures of two 
motherless babies she found starving in a 
damp cellar. 

But the strongest pitch of emotion was 
reached when Miss Booth, after all her sto- 
‘ries were told, sat in her rags at the foot of 
an. illuminated Rock of Ages. The theater

First Entrance Is Dramatic. 

There was a dramatic moment when Miss 
Booth first appeared on the stage.

The audience, which was sprinkled largely 
with the dark bonnets of the Salvation 
army lassies, gave her a warm reception. 

“My mame has been associated too long 
with sorrow and sadness for me to give an 
explanation for this garb,’ she said. ‘I have 
felt a passionate love for the poorest of the 
poor since I was a child, and I wanted to go to 
the dark, unknown places. I wanted to take 
to these people the angel song that broke over 
the Bethlehem hills when Jesus of Nazereth 
was born.

Shows Keys of Life. 

Miss Booth then produce’ four keys from 
her tattered dress.

She described her room 
in the London slums, and told first the story 
of Meg. Meg wae killed by a blow from her 
husband while the man was in a drunken 
fury.

Then he stripped the 
clothing fror his two babies and sold it 
across the ou: of a neighboring alehouse for 
whisky, 

The story of the starving, suffering babies, 
lying in the dark cellar alone, was brought 
to Miss Booth and she made her way to the 
place, rescued the babies, and brought them 
to her own room. There she fed them and 
mothered them and bought new clothes for 
them. The father traced her up and she met 
him on the stairway of her tenement, where 
he threatened to kill her. She took his hand 
and led him into the little white room. 

** The spirit of the angels must have rested 
in that room and touched the raging man’s 
heart,” said Miss Booth, ‘' for when I took 
hold of his hand and led him to the bed he 
broke down and cried like a child. He want- 
ea to know if he cold be forgiven and 
saved."

“The sacredness of the home,” says Sena- 
tor Machen, “must be upheld. Why’force 
men to commit. perjury to save themselves 
when they have done the only thing that men 
can do under the circumstances, and why 
make juries violate, at least technically, the 
oaths they have taken when they refuse to 
send a man to the gallows who has killed a 
man under circumstances which they know 
in their hearts would compel them also to 
commit a like crime? Juries always will find 
that there are extenuating circumstances in 
such cases, which makes the law as it stands 
a farce and a comedy.” 
Recent Trial an Argument. 

The recent trial and acquittal of Culpeper 
of James and Philip F. Strother, the latter a 
member of the West Virginia legislature, for 
the killing of William F. Bywaters, a young 
horseman, one hour after his forced marriage 
to their young sister, Viola, first brought the 
matter forcibly to the attention of Senator | 
Machen. 

A similar case is reacy for trial in Nelson 
county, the defendant being ex-Judge William 
G. Loving, who killed Theodore Estes. Lov- 
ing accused Estes of having drugged and then 
attacked his young daughter, Elizabeth.

Transfer of Prisoners to State Sup- 
posedly . Mostile to Them, Army 
Man ‘Says, Is Unfair and Un-Amer- 
Lenwhibanyé He Will Not Stand By 
Calmly if Amy Attempt Is Made to 
Job Western Federation of Miners’ 
Officials. 


Denver, Colo., May 19.—Gen. Sherman M. 
Bell, who commanded the state troops in the 
trouble with the Cripple Creek miners under 
the administration of Gov. Peabody, has not 
been called by either side in the Haywood 
trial at Boise, though he declares he knows 


‘much of the. inside history of: the Western 


Federation of Miners. 

**T shall nohappear as a witness,’’ said Gen. 
Bell today, “! except of my own volition; but 
if any attempt to job the prisoners fs made or 
any attempt to use me as a tool by either the 
Western Federation of Miners or the mine 
owners, I give notice now that I shall take a 
hand. 

“ Why should they try these men in Idaho? 
During the troubles here and before the mur- 
der of Steunenberg there were seventy-five 
persons killed in Colorado, and yet they take 
men from Colorado to Idaho to try them for 
crimes ,.committed in Colorado. Why don't 
they try them here? Ig it because they are 
afraid? 

“The whole thing is a farce. It is unfair 
and un-American. I detest the principles of 
Moyer and Haywood, but I think they should 
get a square deal, and if you take men from 
a state where the alleged crimes were com- 
mitted to a place supposedly hostile to them 
in another state, I don't call it a square deal.”’ 


Witnesses Flock to Boise. 
Bolse, Idaho, May 19.—Several of the more 
important witnesses summoned in behalf of 
the state in the trial of William D. Hay- 
wood for alleged participation in the assassi- 
nation of former Gov. Steunenberg arrived 
at Bolee today. The prosecution had hoped 
by this time that atrial Jury would have been 
secured, Dut it ls now evident that all twelve 
seats ry es jury, bom. will not be satisfac- 
torily filled for several days. 
When the court adjourned Saturday after- 
noon the attorneys for the prosecution and 
defense were trying to fill a vacancy caused 
by the exercise of the state's fifth peremptory 
challenge. The defense still hag six of its 
ten arbitrary challenges available and the 
state, under thé new Idaho law, has five 
more challenges to its credit.. Formerly the 
prosecution was allowed only one-half the 
number of peremptory challenges granted 
the ense. 
The work of jury selection will be taken 
up again tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock. 
Only tw nty-six members of the epecial 
mee AE et 100 “remain; and there is wide 
speculation as to whether or not, the trial 
panel will be completed before the taleemen 
are exhausted.

SHOOTS TO SAVE MOTHER 


YOUTH PROTECTS PARENT FROM 
INTOXICATED MAN. 


Frank. Peters, 19 Years Old, Fires 
Three Bullets at Rudolph Huadek, | 


a Hoarder, Who. Had Been Drinking 
end Chased His Landiady from the | 


Room Threatening to Strike Her 
with a Bottle—Physicians Say He 
May Not Recover. 


In defense of his mother, whose life, he 
believed, was in jeopardy, Frank Peters®19 
years old, yesterday ,afternoon shot and 
probably fatally wounded Rudolph Hnadek, 
387 years old, 4 boarder at the Peters house, 
88 Barber street. Being assured that the 
boarder no longer was dangerous, Peters 
went to the Maxwell street police station, 
reported the shooting, and submitted to 
arrest. | 


Hnedek, witnesses say, was intoxicated | 


when he returned to the houge at dinner 
aut and quarreled with other boarders. 
became boisterous, and when Mrs. 
Peters told him to be quiet he seized a catsup 
bottle from the table and chased her from 
the room. | 
Man Refuses to Halt. 

Mrs. Peters ran to the kitchen, where her 
son had been heiping her. Attracted by his 
mother’s cries, the youth confronted the 
angry man with a revolver. Hnadek paid 
no attention to this and disregarded an order 
to halt. 

Mrs. Peters sought refuge in a corner and 
was in danger of having her héad crushed 
by Hnadek’s weapon when her son fired. 
The bullet struck Hnadek in the left shoul- 
der and he then turned on the boy, who fired 
two more shots, each striking Hnadek in the 
head. The injured man was taken to the 
county hospital. Surgeons said he has small 
chance of recovery. 

While the story told by Peters and his 
mother plainly indicates the shooting was in 
self-defense, the police are not inclined to 
accept it without (nvestigation. Young Peters 
was locked up pending this. : 


Shot in Saloon Quarrel. 

Early this morning John J. Digman, 26 
years old, 3845 Chicago avenue, shot Daniel 
Ladd, 28 years old, a watchman for the 
Angus Bros. Construction company of Ham- 
mond, Ind. The bullet entered Ladd’s body 
just above the heart. Physicians at the 
Passavant hospital said his condition was 
critical. The men met in the saloon of John 
Deutsch, 2562 Chicago avenue.

The compartment was. hurriedly 
opened, the officers of the ship fearing a 
pet cat had been imprisoned in the sulphur 
fumes.

VIENNA, May 19.—A dispatch to the Tage- 
blatt from London says that 177 answere 
from leading British politicians, generals, 
and writers to a circular asking their opin- 
ion as to raising the disarmament question 
at The Hague conference show only eleven 
who believe disarmament is practicable. Six- 
teen are violently against it. The rest are 
more or less skeptical—including ex-Prime 
Minister Balfour, Lord Rosebery, the duke 
of Devonshire, and Sir Coman Doyle. Ber- 
nard Shaw declares the disarmament talk is 
pure nonsense, and Sir Thomas Lipton 
wishes Great Britain to increase her arma- 
ments.

tured have been carefully inspected by ‘of- 
ficers sent specially to America for the pur- 
pose, and thejr reports have satisfied the 
army cougcell that the quality of the tinned 
meat used and the conditions under which it 
is prepared and canned by the firms now eup- 
plying the army are in every way satisfac- 


tory.”’

New York, May 19.—[{Special.]J—With the

It was learned from authentic sources that

but each sought complete harmony and the 
formation of closer bonds of interest. 


Plans Made Long Ago. 

A means to accomplish this end was sought 
and the Jamestown exposition furnished it. 
The mikado chose his envoys with the great- 
est care. Men whose fame in the Russo- 
Japanese war insured them popular reception 
in the United States were chosen. It is said 
plans for entertaining the visitors were made 
several months ago, but kept secret in order 
that the enthusiasm might be spontaneous. 
Money for the $20,000 dinner and other enter- 
tainments is said to have been provided by 
the captains of industry in this country at the 
tacit request of the powers at Washington. 

The following: message to the American 
people, attributed to Gen. Kuroki, is credited 
with being inspired by the mikado: 

** The Japanese people love peace and want 
peace. They fought for peace. My nation 
wants peace which will develop its resources. 
We have no other desire. The profession 
which I have the misfortune to pe in is noble 
only because sometimes it is necessary to 
establish conditions in which peace may be 
maintained and the arts of peace may flour- 
ish. 2 

Baron Kurok!’s luncheon, which was given 
at the Hotel Astor, followed a visit to Grant's 
tomb, on which Kuroki placed a laurel 
wreath. 

Japan Spends Millions Here. 

America’s industrial invasion of the far 
east is now in full swing, and Japan is pour- 
ing a golden stream into the United States 
for steel rails, cars, andi locomotives. Twelve 
million dollars already have been ex- 
pended in this country for railroad supplies 
to be used in the construction of the South 
Manchuria railroad, and it is now learned 
that contracts involving millions of dollars 
are pending. Deliveries of rails are being 
made, and for the next three months steam- 
ships chartered by Japan will ply across 
the Pacific bearing valuable cargoes of steel 
and iron. 

Manchuria will be strapped with American 
steel rails from Dalny to Mukden, while the 
traveler will ride in cars of American manu- 
facture, drawn by locomotives built in this 
country. Thousands of dollars have been 
spent in premiums to our manufacturers for 
quick deliveries, for the Japanese insist that 
this railroad must be built and in full opera- 
tion within two years.

VOLUNTEER LIFE SAVERS PEB- 
FORM FIRST SERVICE. 


Rogers Park High School Boys, Whe,

A high wind blowing from the 
shore was driving the boat farther and 
farther out, while a broken oarlock made it 
impossible for the occupants of the boat to 
make any progress against the wind. 

Mr. Hope was the first to see their predica- 
mort, and he begari to row to their assistance. 
The wind grew stronger and the lake rougher. 
Before he had traveled half of the distance to 
the disabled boat Hope's strength gave out. 
A moment later he lost one of his oars. 

At this moment the life saving crew, which 
had been on a trial trip north of the station, 
arrived on the scene. Under Capt. Sidney 
Roberts’ orders a boat was launched. Hope 
wae overhauled, and a man was put in the 

boat with him to assist him to the shore.

I do not believe in 
the segregation of vice, but if I cannot get 
the entire district cleaned out at least I can 
see that no young girls are allowed in the 
resorts, that boys are not allowed to drink 
in the saloons, and that the open features 
of the places are toned down. 

“I believe in putting a greater burden of 
responsibility for these things on the shoule- 
ders of the patrolmen. I do not intend to go 
over any one’s head and make trouble. I shall 
ask that the men on the‘beat do thelr duty 
squarely and honestly. We want to work 
with the police, not against them.”’

crease of 1 cent in taxes on each $100 of 
equalized valuation af property would in- 
crease the state's revenue, according to es- | 
timates, to the amount of $106,000. 

This would really mean an increase of 
but 1 cent on each $500 worth of property 
in the case of an individual taxpayer, as 


the equalized valuation is only one-fifth of | 


the actual value of both real and personal 
property. as fixed by the local assessor. 


Estimate of Resources. 

The annual revenue of the state amounts to 
in the neighborhood of $8,250,000, and with 
an estimated cash balance of $6,295,057 in 
the treasury on July 1, 1907, the totalamount 
of which will be available during the ensuing 
two years is estimated at $22,606,708. 

This is something like $1,500,000 more than 
the total appropriated by the Forty-fifth 
general assembly, but it has always been 
the policy of the state to have a working 
balance in the treasury to guard against 
emergencies that might arise. 

Gov. Deneen hae planned to keep this 
working balance in the fielghborhood of 
$3,000,000, and this amount subtracted from 
the available cash resources of the state for 
the two years following July 1, 1907, leaves 
a balance of $19,606,703 to provide for the 
appropriations made by the Forty-fifth as- 
sembly.

Values May Be Increased. 

While the figures given are founded on the 
supposition that both the valuations and 
the rate will remain unchanged, the valua- 
tions undoubtedly will be increased. Thus, 
in the estimate of the state's annual revenue, 
the Illinois Central's contribution is fixed 
at $1,200,000. During the last six months 
the Central has paid- considerably more 
than $600,000 in the state treasury, and ae 
its business constantly is inoreasing, it is 
safe to figure that its annual contribution 
during the next two years will be much 
over §1,200,000. In the same manner the 
fees annually collected by the secretary of 
state are estimated at $400,000, while last 
year the fees actually collected by the secre- 
tary of state amounted to more than $500,000. 

Similar conditions prevail in the cage of 
the contribution to the revenue by thé in~- 
surance department, which ‘is given in the 


estimate as $300,000 annually, but which ep- 
ee $368,000 last year.

Mitchell went to a board of trade meet- 
Ing expecting to listen to an essay on 
the poetry of Browning or general re- 
marks on literature, he has an unreason- 
able attitude even for so broadly cukured 
a man as a poet, a novelist, and a special- 
ist in nervous diseases. He would be as 


unreasonable if -he attended a meeting of 


western authors at Gravel Pit and de- 
manded an exchange of views on ques- 


tions ‘of interstate commerce and prob- 


lems relating to the currency. Everything 
What is a board of 
trade for’ if not to discuss the commercial 
situation, fnvolving millions or billions, as 
the case may be, even ignoring for the 
time.the esthetic relation of bankers to 
books, of brokers. to art, and of mer- 
chants to the higher thought’ of the in- 
tellectual lite? ~ 

If Dr. Mitchell attended a meéting of 
the National Horseshoers’ association he 
would be. prepared, if wise, to listen to 
a discussion. of the trade of the black- 
smith, and yet it is not out of the pos- 
sibilities that some of the delegates might 
be able to talk intelligently about “ Hugh 
Wynne,” or “Dr. North and His 
Friends,” or even the doctor’s least com- 
plicated. theories on neurological subjects. 
So much more is it likely that the mem- 
bers of the National Board of Trade have 
an acquaintance with literature, with a 
fair average knowledge of art, and an ap- 
preciation of educational progregs, and 
at the proper time and in the proper 
place cah discourse rationally, even in- 
structively, on these topics which speak 
for mental growth and development. 

It may be, as charged, that the nation 
gives slightly too much prominence to 
commercialism, an imputation that has 
been .made as well. against Euro- 
pean countries, and is largely attributable 
te the spirit of the age and the general 
trend of the world.

No grandee of Spain has ever seen fit to 
take up the challenge seriously. Nor has the 
royal family offered any serious objection 
to this manner of formulating the preten- 
sions of the dukes of Medina Coeli, and the 
practice has been Kept up more as a sort of 
tradition and hereditary custom than any- 
thing else. I may add that on each occasion 
of a change in the tenure of the Spanish 
throne the duke of Medina Coeli for the time 
being sends a solemn note of protest against 
the alleged usurpation of the crown to all the 
foreign courts, which is courteously acknow!l- 
edged, and there the matter remains, 

The duke’ is the seventeenth of his line to 
bear the title of Medina Coell, granted by the 
Emperor Charles V. when he founded the 
grandezza by granting it to twelve of his 
peers. He possesses about a dogen almost 
equally historic dukedoms,and his chief home 
is-a mbhgnificent palace at Madrid, which 
dates from the seventeenth century. It is 
situated just opposite the Royal Museum of 
Paintings, and is crowded from cellar to 
garret with treasures and heirlooms which 
have been accumulated by the family during 
the course of centuries. 

The duke is a strange mixture of old time 
chivalry and ultra-modernity. Some time ago 
it was brought to his notice that a friend of 
his had forged his name to a large amount, in 
the neighborhood of $80,000. Although the 
forgery was obvious and the young duke 
actually held in his hand a confession from 
the fellow noble who had perpetrated the 
fraud, he insisted on honoring the bill and on 
paying the full amount, taking, like the pres- 
ent marquis of Camden in a similar instance 
a few years ago in England, the high and 
lofty ground that he could not permit that 
the ‘signature of the historic name which he 
had inherited should be dishonored, even 
though it had been written by a scoundrel.

If ever there was a case of the old time 
adage of ‘‘ noblesse oblige’ being put into 
practice it was surely in this instance, and 
the young duke’s conduct and, above all, his 
lofty regard for the honor of the family 
name are distinctly refreshing when com- 
pared with the conduct of so many of the 
nobles of/the present day in Europe, who re- 
sort to all kinds of legal technicalities and 
quibbles to avoid the payment not mérely of 
tradesmen’'s bills but even of debts of honor, 
and who sometimes do not hesitate to resort 
to fraud and even to crime in order to obtain 
the resources necessary to satisfy their ex- 
travagance. 

The duke, like his friend, King Alfonso, is 
of posthumous birth, having come into the 
world several months after the tragic death 
of his father, who accidentally shot himself 
in the woods of Guadarama, falling mortally 
wounded at the feet of his young wife, ‘to 
whom he had been married but a few weeks. 

‘The widowed duchess, five years after her 
husband's death, contracted a second mar- 
riage. with a member of the ancient house of 
Villeadarias, count of Estradas, and who was 
created duke of Santo Mauro by Queen Chris- 
.He is grand chamberlain and grand 
master of the horse to young Queen Victoria, 
while. his wife, the duchess, is the governess 
of the motherless children of the late Infanta 
Mercedes, princess of the Asturias, and Mates 
of the king. 


The duke of niedina ce Coell during his travels 
in America and his stay in New York was 
accompanied by the duke of Penaranda, who 
is likewise count of Montijo, and a younger 
brother of the duke of Alba and of Berwick. 

The duke of Penaranda is a grandnephew 
of Empress Eugénie, being a grandson of her 
sister, the late duchess of Alba, and he is 
descended in a direct male line from King 
James II. of England by the latter’s unlawful 
union with that Arabella Churchill, wife of 
Col. Godfrey, and sister of the first duke of 
Mevitioroueh, The duke of. Alba is Hkewise 
duke of Berwick, the latter being an English 
dignity conferred by King James II. upon his 
illegitimate.son, and which was subsequently 
attainted by parliament, owing to the duke 
having sided with his father after the latter's 
flight from England to France and deposition 
from the throne of England. 

The duke of Pendranda, like his sister's 
husband, the duke of Santona, is an enthusi- 
astic polo. player,.and they form, together 
with the duke of Medina Coeli, the duke of 
Alba, and the duke of Frias, a strong team, 
which is to play this summer at Hurlingham. 
They all of them talk English without any 
accent and’ for -the’ most part have been 
brought up English fashion at the great 
Roman Catholic college of Beaumont, near 
Windsor, where the Infanta Eulalie has 
had her ‘boys, and where Don Jaimé, the 
Carlist pretender, received his education. 

Let me add that it ig understood that the 
duke of Penaranda: is déstihed to inherit, as 
count of Montijo, all the extensive estates 
in Spain of his grandaunt, Empress Eugénie; 
while another beneficiary under her will will 
be her goddaughter, Queen Victoria of Spain.

The Hon. Bertrand Russell, only brother 
and next heir to the earldom of Lord Russell, 
enjoys the distinction of being the first can- 
didate to be put forward at a parliamentary 
election by the suffragettes. “Never before 
has the National Union of Woman's Suffrage 
nor any of the kindred organizations ** run "’ 
a@ parliamentary candidate entirely on their 
own account. Under the circumstances it is 
a pity that they could not have selected a 
more promising constituency than the Wim- 
bledon division of London, which is strongly 
conservative, and where Henry Chaplin, a 
typical tory squire of the old school, is ex- 
tremely popular. 

Bertrand Russell has an American wife in 
the person of a daughter of R. Pearsall Smith 
of Philadelphia, who will eventually become 
Countess Russell, and it may be recalled that 
her relatives at Philadelphia came promi- 
nently before the public here five years ago 
in an attempt to prevent Lord Russell from 
returning to and landing in America, on the 
ground of his having served a term of im- 
prisonment after conviction of bigamy by 
the housé of lords, sitting as the highest tri- 
bunal of the realm.

The feather duster is doomed. The re- 
cruite In the warfare against consumption 
have taken up arms against it, and, like the 
ola oaken bucket so dear to our childhood, 
it is to be known to the next generation only 
in song and story. A representative of a 
committee of physicians and others who are 
fighting against tuberculosis in this state 
recently said: 

“We hear a good deal nowadays about 
street duet and soft coal as nuisances and 
as dangerous to the public health, but we 
are apt to forget that right !n our own homes 
we often have a danger that is, perhaps, 
just as great as either of these. Methods of 
cleaning are still in vogue that have come 
down to us from the days when the wrath of 
God wae held responsible for a disease that, 
by the ignorance of man, was fostered be- 
hind closéd windows and spread with house- 
wifely industry by the feather duster. These 
old fashioned ways are a real menace to 
health, and so those mere men who have 
orgamized the anti-tuberculosis movement 
have come out with the following public an- 
nouncement about sweeping and dusting: 

“* When you sweep a room, raise as little 
dust as possible, because this dust, when 
breathed, irritates the nose and throat and 
may set up catarrh. Some of the dust 
breathed in dusty air reaches the lungs, 
making parts of them black and hard and 
useless. 

“*If the dust in the alr you breathe con- 
tains the germs of consumption—tubercle 
bacilii—which have come from consump- 
tives spitting on the floors, you run the risk 
of getting consumption yourself. If con- 
sumptives use proper spit cups and are care- 
ful in coughing or sneezing to hodid a hand- 
kerchie®f or the hand over the nose and 
mouth, so as not to scatter spittle about in 
the air, the risk of getting the disease by 
living in the same roomm is mostly removed. 

“*To prevent making 4 great dust in 
sweeping. use moist sawdust on bare floors.

JOLIET IDEA. OF. WATERWAY. 


Correspondent Suimniines Sentiment 
of People at Terminal of the 
Drainage Channel. 


Joliet, Ill., May 19.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}]—There is a. feeling at this end of the 
great waterway that the readers of the Chi- 
cago newspapers were not given a fair. .view 
of the situation. We are feeling better now. 
however. as the Chicago sentiment has taken 
a new turn within’a few days. If permitted 
to add to the gayety of the situation, I will 
condense the sentiment at the terminal of 
your channel. 

Perhaps you may not believe this, but the 
fact is our people were of one opinion only. 
There was no contention or differences here. 
The members of.the Commercial club, and 
those who participated in the conferences at 
Chicago and Springfield, were not interested 
in the Economy Light and Power company; 
as owners of stock or otherwise. There are 
but two owners of stock tn this city. Charles 
Munroe, the manager, owns stock, a Chicago 
man untf recently, and the widow of the late 
manager, Robert L. Allen, also owns stock. 
Col. Bennitt, who took. a prominent part in 
our discussions, owns stock and is an officiai 
in the opposing company, the Western United 
Gas and Electric. The others were business 
men, independent in their positions. Outside 
of the city officials, engineer and mayor. 
there was not a hired man at Springfield, and 
all paid their own expenses. 

This discussion portraying our virtues 
seems necessary, as we were continually ac- 
cused of being emissaries of the Economy 
Light and Power company. Our friendship 
for the Economy Light and Power compatiy 
is the same only that we possess for the Rock 
Island, the Alton, or any other railroad lins 
‘passing through our city. 

We are paying for the service we get all 
that the traffic will bear. True, the drainage 
board offered us tricity at the rate of 
$15 per horse power for city lighting. and we 
are paying the Economy about $60. In one 
cage the offer was for mere juice only. The 
other includes wirés, poles, carbons, trim- 
mers, and the hired help required in the dis- 
tribution.

Provided there is some one in the family 
who cam sew these skirts can be made at 
small cost.

Inetead try a seven gored pattern 
which may be found at any of the large pat- 
tern departments, and then with the price 
of a pattern and ten yards of Indian head at 
14 cents a yard make two skirts. To do this 
make the skirt with a habit back, and lay 
the lengths of the pattern both up and down, 
slipping them past one another when neces- 
sary. You will find that thé ten yards will 
cut two skirts with a three inch hem. 

Always remember when cutting to lay both 
ends of the material together, and in this 
way you will save at least another length 
im the middle of the entire piece, which may 
be cut into the front gores for the two skirts. 
To be certain of this the best way isto lay 
the entire pattern on the goods, omitting 
the back gore, which is not needed, with a 
habit back skirt. If there is no table large 
enough place the material on the floor.. It 
is a splendid way to learn to cut out goods, 

After sewing up the seams of the skirts a 
pretty finish is to make a tailor seam about 
a quarter of an inch wide, then cut away 
from the inside close down to the stitching. 
Follow the directions on the pattern for 
further particulars. For $1.60 you will have 
two excellent skirts, and they may be kept 
fresh longer by sending them to the laun- 
dry where they will be exquisitely done up 
for 25 cents a piece. Even if such skirts are 
laundered at home they will be far less 
trouble than doing up arordinary white pet- 
ticoat, but the secret of making them look 
well is to have them thoroughly dampened, 
laid aside for some time, and then ironed ab-

Project $15,000,000 Corporation 
to Construct Oklahoma 
Ship Canal. 


Laden with stories of the progress of 
the deep waterway plan in the southwest 
and of the depredations of the green bug 
in the wheat belt, the twelve trade diplo- 
mats of the Chicago Commercial associa- 
tion returned to the city last evening. The 
committee members were enthusiastic fn 
the fact that they had proved their theory 
that the southwest js lying dormant, await- 
ing the quickening influence of Chicago 
business. 

The association's tour'already has borne 
fruits in the organization of a $16,000,000 
corporation in Oklahoma City for the pur- 
pose of building a canal 140 miles long to 
connect Oklahoma City with the Arkansas 
river—one more link In the chain of deep 
waterways. 

The canal project, which is to be pushed 
with all possible haste, is the direct result 
of a speech of W. H. Bush, a member of 
the delegation, at Oklahoma City. The 
suggestion for the construction of the canal 
followed, and it met with such favor that 
the organization of the company was begun 
at once. The Oklahoma City chamber of 
commerce now is pushing the project, it 
having been declared feasible by engineers 
who studied the situation.
